After being fome time paitor in 
this Congregation, the Affembly having refufed to take them 
into communion, a large party of his chapel turned Indepen- 
dents, upg which Mr Gairie left them, Many of the pridci- 
pal inhabitants of Perth then entered into a fubfcription for a 
unday evening leSture, where Mr Gairie officiated, and he was 
admitted'into the communion of the Chutch of Scotland asa 
Minifter, by the Prefbytery of Chanonry, on the sth Septem- 
ber'1796. 

During his refidence in Perth, a vacancy occurred at Brech- 
in, by the death of Mr Biffet, and the principal inhabitants of 
that place liaving recommended Mr Gairie to the Crown for 
the prefentation, it was accordingly granted to him after a 
keen tion. Mr Gaitie gave in-his ntation to the 
Prefbytery of Brechin, accompanied with his letter of accep- 
tance, and other docaments, who referred them to the Synod 
of Atigus and Meatns, but'the Symod tot chufing to decide the 
queftion, referred it to the Gerleral Affembly. 

In this thape the caufe came before thé, Allembly, and after 
a fhore debate on the form, of proceeding, “Counfel were called 
to thé bar.—-Mr Corbet appedred for the objectors, and Mr 
David Mon for Mr Gairie. The fpeech of the latter 
gentleman in favour of his client wae fo impreffive, elegant, 
and pathetic, as to call forth the approbation of every one who 
heard him. . i 

After a very able debate among the Members of Affembly, 
a motion was made by Dr Hill, and feconded by Profefiur Fin-

Another motion was made by Sir Henry Monerieffe, and fe- 
conded by Dr Bryce Johnftone, * ‘That the Affembly find that 
Mr Gairie was ordained a Minifter in England, and is qualified 
to accept @ prefentation in-this Church—-Therefore, that the 
Affembly do fuftain the prefentation of Mr Gairie to be firft 
Minifter of Brechin, and ordain the Prefbytery to proceed to 
his fettlement with all convenient {peed, according to the rules 
of the Church.""==The words of the vote were; /uflain or not, it 
being underitood if it carried fujtain, Sir Henry Monctieffe’s 
motion was adopted, if it carried mot, Dr Hill’s. The roll was 
then called, and it carried not by a great majority. Several 
Members diffented againft this decifion. It. was half paft ten 
o'clock before the Affembly rofe. ~
